made for the Righteous, but for finners; and this Law was 
perfeft andenduresforever, according tothar of God im 
every men Which is tranſgreſſed, which pewer the foul 
muft be fubje& to, - that is trmmortall, and. at{ the Lawes 
among the heathen was called inventions of che heathen 
which was not received fromGed.'! wt Phe ont 

TheLaw of God was, he that ſmote a man that he died 
ſhall be ſlain forit: if a manlieth not inwait, ſo that God 
delivereth him into his hands, then I will appoint him a 
lacewhetherkeſhall 12.9 man ſteal an oxor a ſheepand 
ill it or fell, ht ſhall reſtore five Oxen foran Ox, and 
four ſheep for a ſheep, and notbe hanged forit. Now the 
Law of God doth notſay that a'man dye for the Ox, 
or forthe Sheep,but reftore,and ifhe have not wherewith, 
he ſhould be fold for histheft, and he ſhould make full re» 
Ritution. If a man burn another mans field of ſtanding 
corn, he thonld make full reſtitution, and'thus the judges 
mwasto judge. 

And Moſes the chief Magiſtrate had this Law, andfor all 
manner of trefpaſſes, for Qzen, Aﬀes, Sheep, Rawwent, 
loſt things whnch another challenged co be his,both-parties 
fhould be broughtbeforethe Fudges,and whom the Judge 
thould condemn, he ſhould '/pay-double:to this neighbours 
and he fhould make full reſtitution 3 andthe King was to 

Pive ,himfelf to the reading this Law of God, and the 
Fudge wasto [udge accordington, not mor gifts and re-

'And the Apoſtletoldthe Jewes that the Law was good in 
its'place; and 'was made” for nurtherers & man-ſlayers and 
thieves%c.and hepursa difference betwixt this , and the 
Gentiles inventions 3 now if the Judges inTſrae/ſhould have 
hanged all for. ſtealing Cattel, or Corn, or Money, or 
cloathes to the vallue of ty d. and not the owners have 
the things ſtolen reſtored themagain, would not the Pro- 
phet have cryed out of them, their hands were fullof bloodythey” 
| 247 caſt the Law.of God behind their backs, and they had 
neither mercy nor equity ? and God turned them among 
the heathen that be in the earth,.that will deſtroy a mans 
life for the creatures, for. cloaths, for money ; And is not 
this a proof.that whole Chriſtendom, which ' puts, men to 
death for Cloaths,: for Oxen,. for Aﬀes, that they be out 
oftheLaw of Godand the Goſpel both , among the Hea- 
then, and worſe then the ewes? for life was for life, eye 
foreye, tooth for. tooth,' hand tor hand, foot for foot, 
burning for burning, wound. for wound, ſtripe for wm ; 
now this was the Law of Equity, now if they ſtole other

and3f he had it not, he was to be fold for his thefc, and 
not to be hanged forit 3 And this was the manner of the 
Judges judgement at the firſt; Now when the things ihall 
come to be reſtored as they were at firſt, andthe judges as 
they were at firſt, no man ſhould die for Cattel, for mo- 
ney, for goods, the Judges would not hang them, but 
make all the thieves goto reſtore to them that they had 
ſtollen frem, by four fold, or five fold, orſeven fold, or 
donble, and make them to make full reſtitution ; if they 
have-not wherewith, tobe ſoldfor their theft, then it ſhall 
be ſaid that the Judges hands are. not full. of blood, but 
that they are reſtored as.they were at firſt ; and thus they 
muſt judge without gifrs,: which hath blinded their eyes, 
and doth now blind their eyes, without rewards, . without 
reſpe& of perſons the rich or the poor, but judgeequall 
judgement 3 Now how can it be- ſaid but that their hands 
arefull of blood; judge. And Kings that thus make a Law, 
that men ſhall proſecute men to death that have-ſtollen 
things from them,: or elſe, be guilty of theft, and they loſe 
their goods, and the thiefe loſe his life, and have no reſti- 
-tution,/and then they judge for Oxen, for Ales, for Horl(- 


es, for money, for cloaths; to the value of thirteen pence, _ 


. will put men to death; will hang them,, which according 
to the Law of God ſhould be reſtored ſeven fold, or five 
fold, to thoſe from whom they have ftollen, which this 
would make men beware of ſtealing,. and break down the 
ſpirits of men, audifthey had not wherewith, to be ſold 
for their theft; for God ſaith, Ifa thief be found breaking 
up, and he be ſmitten, that, he die, if the Sun be rifen up- 
on him, there ſhall.-be blood ſhed for him, for he ſhould have 
made reſtitution andnot taken away his life. Mark that 
ye Judges how ye differ from them of old, and from the 
aw of God: Now all ye judges that ſhed the blood of men for 

their theft, who have not ſhed mens blood, is not all your 
blood to beſhed for them, and to be required of you by. the 
Lord God in the whole Chriſtendom ? and will not God 
A 3 come 


fold, or donkle back to the owner they had ftollen from, 
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come npon you. and execute his Law if man ſhonwld not 
for you by the>true” judgement of. the Law ſhould have 
made ther: have made full reſtitution to the owners, not 
to heave taken away theirblood, except they had taken a- 
way ood; but if the thief be found breaking up, and be 
ſraicten thac he die, there ſhall be no blood ſhed for him, 
if the Sun be not riſen upon him. Now hath all the Judges 
been as at the firſt, that hath taken away mens hves, and 
hanged them for ſtealing of Cartel, goods or mony, corn, 
Oxen, ſheep or cloaths ? and have a Law that they Gould 
proſecute them to death that the, s were ſtollen from, 
and the owners hath had no reftirurion ; and hath taken 
away the thives life, or that he ſhould beguiley of rhefe, 
and the Judge would not let the thief live to reftore? Now 
can any man living inthe Law of God,or in Ghrift rhe:end 
of the Law the Apoſtles do&rine uphold ſuch things which 
faith they muſt reſtore four fold, or ſeven fold, or five 
fold to the owners; and which ſarth ler him chat harh 
Role ſteal no more, but labour in che thing that'is good ? 
5s not this the Scripture, the Law of God, and the Apo- 
files Do&rine ? and them that will kill and hang,and cauſe 
others to proſecute'to death them that hath ftollen Cat- 
rel, money,& goods; and thelaw faith he ſhall motidiefor 
ſuch things, no blood ſhed for him ; if the thief be killed, 
and the Sun be riſen ? Now muſt not their blood be ſhed, 
which cauſeth blood to be ſhed ? Doth-not blood touch 
blood ? Is not blood for blood, wound for wound, ſtripe 
for ſtripe, -and life for life for a rhief, except .it weve m 
thenight ? and bath not all theſe judges that*+have been 
up, and Kings put men to death, and taken away their 
blood, and hanged them for ſtealing Oxen, Aﬀes, Sheep, 
money, cloathes, robbing houſes, fince-'the Judges. was 
not as they were in the beginning, which hath not cauſed 
thievs to reftore double, four fold, or five, oriſeven fold;

how can he that harh ſtole'ſteal no more, and labour in the 
thing chat is honeſt, and follow the Apoſtles Do&rine when 
you hang him ? will not hereall the righteous [udges riſe 
up in judgement againſt you, and all the true Apoſtles and 
Chriſtians, and judge you to be among the Heathen, and 


"ſee you to be contrary to the Law and the Goſpel? and hath 


not all theſe things got up lincc the Apoſtacy from the A- 
poſtles, and the Judges as they were at the firſt? And hath 
not all theſe judges riſen up contrary to that ? Andis not 
all theſe a&ions pra@iſed in the whole Chriſtendom ? And 
muſt not all thele things be reſtored, as they were in the 
beginning (which bath been loſt) into the right order, and 
manner of right Judgement, equal and juſt, righteous and 
meaſureable, that the life of the Law ſhould be known,and 
the equity of it, and the righteouſneſſe of it, and the Apo=- 
ſtles Do&rine Preached which was the end of it? and ſhould. 
novthe Chriſtians live in more mercy then the Law? and. 
donot they. live contrary to the Law, worſe then the Fewes 
which you uled to fay were hard=hearted, who takes away 
mens lives forſuch things as goods and Cattel ? Is not this 
crueller then the Law, crueller to the thief,crueller to him 
that the goods were ſtollen from ? are nat theſe the Judg-- 
es that doſo thatare called ravening Wolves? and how. 
can you differ from the Heathen in this, who will kill,. 
hang one another, knock one another on the heads for 
goods, and carthly things? which was not the Law of God 


which went overall trantgrefſors and treſpaſſes, and mea-- 


ſured equally, and was for theſubduing of mens wills that 
aged unequally,and the righteous Judges among men God. 
honoured, and the Kings was tc give themſelves to the 
reading of this righteous Law of God; and is not this Law 
of God caſt behind Kings and Judges backs, and Rulers in 
the whole Chriſtendom ? And do you not think. you would 
ſlay mens thieviſh natures to let them live and reſtore four, 
or five, or ſeyen fold to the owner from whom they ſtole.? 
orif they had it net, to be ſold for their theft? was not this 
the way to convince them, and to bring them to repen- - 
tance ?

thieves and not let them reſtore to whom they had ftollen 
from ? orifthey had not wherewith, to' be ſold for their 
theft? and he that ſtole ſteal no more, but labour in the 
thing thatis good? Now is not this Law and Goſpel ? and 
arenot you out of this in the whole Chriſtendom, and 
found among the Heathen, that will knock men on the 
head for ſtealing goods, Cattel, money ; and not ſuffer 
them tolive to make reſtitution, or to be ſold for their 


theft, to labour in the thing that 1s good ? So are not all- 


your mercies here cruel,and judged with Law and Goſpel? 
So the Lord open your underſtandings that you may come 
toſceand feel theſe things initheſe Ancient of Dayes, in 
which the Lord is reſtoring things as they were at the firſt, 
andbringing things to paſle that hath been paſt, and letting 
ſee what hath been loft, and recovering things as they were 
at the firſt, and giving judgement on-the contrary; and 
now ſhall men be judged according to the Law and Goſpel: 
Therefore now I would have all men to repent every where 
and doſo.no more. Let theſe things that .hath been paſt 
be ſufficient, and ye Judges in the whole Chriſtendom, and 
Law-makers that makes Laws to take away mens lives for 
Creatures, hath invented laws of your own contrary to 
the Law of Cod, and not made them that men ſhould re- 
ſtore, or be ſold for their theft, or ſteal no more, but la- 
bour in-thing that is good, according to the Goſpel; and. 
you Judges that hath executed theſe Lawes, and you Kings 

that hath made and cauſed them to be executed, you have 
not given your ſelves to the Law of Ged, but to your own 
inventions, 'and a&ed nnrighteouſly, unmeafurably and 
unequally ; if the blood of all you Judges and Kingsfhould 
be equally required for all the blood of the thieves, and 
do yethink it will not be required at your hands who have

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TuſtLaw ot God, and Ku Tous of it, which isas you will. 
finde a ſharp School-maſter, and your ſelves mingled a« 
mong the heathen,who hathtaken away the thieves blood 
and not cauſed them to make reſtitution, and ſo wranged 
the thief, and wronged the owner they had ftollen from ; 
and ſo wronged your ſelves, and are Judged by the Law 
of God : It was ſaid to the judges they thould not do un- 
righteouſly, no unrighteous thing in ſudgement, if the 
Judge had cauſed him that had goods ftollen to proſecute 
the thief to death,and taken away the thiefs life for goods, 
and not have made the thief reftored and ſaved his life, 
they had done unrighteouſly in Judgement, and not righ« 
teouſly 5; Thou ſhalt rebuke thy neighbour, and not bear 
his fin; Now this was the Law, and he did not'imprifon 
them that-did rebuke theſe openly in. the gates, as the 
Chriſtians do now ; for them that rebuke f11-in the gates, 
rebnkes his neighbaur, and will not. bear his fin3 the Ma- 
oiſtrates now will caſt them into priſon, Levzt. 19. You ſhall 
keepall my Ordinances ; Now do not you all. break all the 
Ordinances of God,and put men to death for that which 
they ſhofild reſtore, orbe ſold fortheir theft ? Donot all 
you Judges and Kings break the Ordinances of God, that 
kills them, tramples upon them, and caſts his Law behind 
their backs? and doth not this ſhew how darknefle hath 
ruled among Judges and Kings of the Earth, ſince they. 
have not been reſtored as they were at the firſt ? All you 
Magiſtrates and Judges that hath not Judgedas they did 
Judgeat the firſt, and ſo fallen into the Heathens ſpirit. 
And will not the blood of the thieves be upon you all in 
the whole Chriſtendom, who hath nat been as the Judges 
and chief Magiſtrates was at the firſt ? but hath taken away 
the blood of thieves for rhe creatures, which ſhould have 
reſtored double, or four, orſeven fold for thayr theft. You 
have been contrary all to Moſes .and them that was in the 
beginning, and deftroyed mens lives which _ ſhould 
haveſaved them to have reſtored to them which they had 
wronged, and that was equity, ifnot, to be fold for their

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no more, bntlabonrin Chee, that is honeſt, and this is + 
equity,and like law and Goſpel ; fo reform andeome into:

before hownur was humility; Now all Kings, Magiſtrates & Rulers: - 
upon the earth, before they have honour they muſt have 
humility ; not that which 15 fergned, but: that which is - 
good and pnre,not like the fury of Nobuchadnezer, nor like 
the brittle Chrifttans that.not doflingef-the hat will 'con= : 
- Found all Religion, Church and profeflion ; and if they 
will not give them that; they ſhal have no juſticez now - 
hereis buying and ſellng Juſtice, notgiving them it be- 
cauſe they will not give them the hat 3 Now the hat wor- - 
ſhip ; that honour, that. 1, is fet up by tranſgreſſors ; 
Bur men that be in the Law of 'God which is over tranſ.. 
oreflion , which the Soul nmiſt be ſuabje&to they mind not 
the hat, but the Law, to bring every ſoul to be ſibjeft to: 
that which is the higher power and not the hat; and there 
is the humility where the foul is fubje&rothe niger pow- 
er which is immortal, and the foul whict'is immortal; and 
ſo all worſhip ſet up in. the tranſgreffion out of erath; and. - 
honour that is workdly and comesto duſt, which men- in - 
the tranſgreſſion cals civil, if they givethem the hat it is 
acivil thing; it pacifies the rage of the tranſgreflor, give 
him his Tdol the hat,ſet np by thetranſgreffors; but break 
down his Tdol,and bring him to the witneſfe in him to-ſeek - 
the honour which comes from above, from God, and turn 
bim from the honor that is below, which God wil ſtain and: | 
lay in the Duſt; and not give him this, the hat honour, har- - 
worſhip, hat humilicy, and he will rage. - - 

But now before-this honour which is fromabove, is the 
humility ; and ſo that which. is civil and leads into theci-: - 
vility deftroys that which the tranſgreflor ſets up,and.that- - 
which he would have, which is not civil, for that keeps but. - 
up the peace of the wicked, which muſt be broken, which 
ſtands. mthe feigned hnmility which is below ; but the 
hat honor,the hat worſhip which hath his ae hes Pr 

the- 
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the fergned bumility gets their hououf from below, and 
| thetrue humility is before the hononr that is from above 
that turns from tranſgreſſjon ; ſoall that would have ho- 
. nour they muſt not be furious nor pailignate nor envious, 
- for that is the fruit of the Heathen; they muſt have the hu 
. mility before they have the true honour that is from above, 
which ſtains the other,and that which brings to the true 
humility z and that which brings men to the true humilis 
ty, leads out of the tranſgreſſion to the principle of God 
' inthem,and that all muſt come to, before they come to the 
. Law of God which is equal, righteous and perfe&, and 
. goes overall tranſgrefſors, and lets them know the higher 
ower which receives not honour of men; how can you 

lieve that receives honour one of another, and not the 
honour that cometh of God onely? ſo there is the mark 
ofthe unbeliever: For how can you believe that. receive 
honour one of another, and not the hononr that comes 
from God onely ; ſo they that receive honour one of ano= 

ther arein the firſt Adam, which was in the tranſgrefſion, 
. and doth not receive the light which Chriſt Jeſus =; El» 
lightened chem withal, which will not receive honour fronz 
men,and the hat is an honour from below among men that 
are in the tranſgreſſion, one of, the tranſgreflors Idols, 
which that muſt come to the duſt which looks for it, and 
the hat both ; and if they have not the hat civility, that 
- nature will rage; ſocivility doth not - come out of that 
ground, but it comes ont of that ground which is out of 
the tranſgreſſion. :

Therefore 
bewareall ye that are giving flattering titles to men, or a 
knowing how togive titles to men, leaft your Maker ſuddenly 
take you away, 

Now ſuch as fines people becauſe they cannot ſwear, and 
will nottake an Oath, but obeyes Chrifts command, who 
ſaith (wearing was in the old time 3 and that they ſhould 
perform their Yath tothe Lord; but Ifay unto younow, 
Mark, now are you come tothis, now, ſwear Xt at all, but 
let the communication be yea, -zea, tay, nayy whatſoever is more 
cometh of evil; and above all things-my brethren ſwear not at all, 
not by Heaven, not by Earth, not by any other Oath, 

Teft you fall into condemnation 3 butin all your communi- 
cation let your yea be yes and your _ ay z for what- 
ſ{oever is more then theſe cometh of- evil. Now you that 
compel, and fine and impriſon the Brethren .which keeps 
the commands of Chriſt, and cannot ſwear, and are the 
believers that cannot come into the condemnation among 
thefwearers, are ye not all falſe Chriſtians ? -have a name 
but are dead fromthe life, andſuch as have trampled upon 
Chriſts commandand the Apoſtles; denies both their Do- 
Arine, and doth not his will? are yon in him that hath all 
power in Heaven and Earth given unto him ?

1s more then theſe is evil; and you are nor onely tranf- 
greſſers of the Law of God and Chriſt, bat are compellers 
of others to break the Law of Chriſt ; and impritons others 
and fines them if they will not 3 which chey are ready if fon 
will have any more then yez ar1 na;, of the Saints and bre- 
thren, to give the word of two or three witneiles, that fo 
the word might be eſtabliſhed; for Chriſt whjzch was before 
Oaths, which was in the old time, and is the end ofoaths , 
ſaith that i» the mouth of twoor three witnefſes every wor! Trould 
be eſtabliſked ; ſo ſaith the Apoſtle, who commands the Bre- 
thren, above all things ſwear 9t at al; and tells them the dan- 
ger, leaft they fall into condemnation; but in all their ac- 
caſions keep to yea and nay, for whatſoever is more then theſe 
comes' of evil; and men ſhould be judged according to the 
Goſpel when the ſecrets of all hearts ſhould be revealed,and 
God will judge the World by the Man Chriſt Jeſus, wh : 5 
prepared and ordained, whois come to Judge the World 
in the righteouſnefle, God will Judge them in equity 
according to the Law ; for thar is equity 3 who 
hath commanded yea and nay in their common occa- 
t1ONs., 

Now you that make Ads for prophaning the Szbbath 
day, to make a fire, to gather ſticks, to gath, » meat on 
that day was a prophaning that day, forthere was one 
ſtoned to death, and this was the Fews Sabbath,called the 
ſeventh day. Now the Sainrs meet together on the firſt 
day of the week,Chrift riſing on the firſt day,*: the firſt day 
of the week the Chriſtians did not call che Sabbath; and (vo 
by your a&s you corrupt Juſtice, ſtops the true Chriſtians 
and thepeople of God from meeting together on the firſt

you perſecute themras ſturdy Beggars., which be#not at
